StJUATTKR.s' rl.AlM.S. 

Mr. Ladnor moved, aticondod by Mr. 
t)rr, that Iho report of the select commit- 
tee apjiointed to impiire into the claim of 
the liuv. (iuo. Dituhaiii Lo cert.'iin laiidn in 
the vicinity of Coal Harbor bo adoi)ted. 

Hon. Mr. Robaou aaid tliat the govern - 
iiient had not yet liad time to con.sidor 
this claim. The government should bo 
left free to do what was right, nnd this 
was tho only objeeticui that could be of- 
fered to tho resolution, -if the report 
wore adopted it might embarrass the gov- 
ernment in doing what was right. If 
adopted the government would hold itself 
free to do what was riglit, aftera thorough 
iiivcEtigation hud been made into tlie mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Ladnor said the claim in question 
was a niilo and a half from the railway re- 
serve of Grunville- 

Mr. Beaveii said that tho course sug- 
gested by the hoti. leader of the govern- 
ment placed tho houaoin an extraordinary 
position. Tho select coinmittoe had re- 
nortcd, and if it was adopted it would bo 
Tiitually of no effect. 

Hun. Mr. Robson said the rejiort of 
the select committee called upon the 
government to consider tho claim of Mr. 
DitVham, and if found 6o»ltt /We, to issue 
him a crown grant It wsia the intention 
of the government to make an investiga- 
tion and if Mr, Ditoham's claim was 
proved, they would issue the crown 
grunt. 

The motion carried. 

Mr. Allen moved, Bueouded by Mr. 
Bole — That the rept rt of tho select com- 
mittee appointed to imfuiro into tho 
claima of Messrs. Gold to obtain certain 
lands be adopted. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that, though it 
had been said that the sij natters' eom- 
mittou's work would be iioii productive, 
yet a bill he would introduce later would 
ahow that the committee's reports had 
been carefully considered by the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Beaven said that the opinion of 
tho resolution was an abstract one; it 
merely requested the consideration by tho 
government of the claims. But if 
the govori'.Mient were going to do 
as tliey pleased in tho matter, there 
was little reason for the oommitteo investi- 
gating and taking ovidonco, and reporting 
on the matter. 

Mr. Bole said that the position of com- 
mittees, if tho course suggested by tho 
provincial secretary was carried out, was 
that of ft fifth wheel to a coach. So far as 
lie wiLS concerned ho would not again eon- 
sent to .sit on any committee. Their sit- 
tings ond inquiries would simply bo a 
legislative farco. 

Hon. Mr. Robson again explained that 
the government were prepared to comply 
with the request of tho report of the com- 
mittee. They would take the matter into 
consideration, nnd would do what was 
right when the investigation was com- 
pleted. Cert;iinly no hon. gontleniiin 
Would suggest that the government should 
Biuiply take the finding of the committee 
and issue the crown grant. 

Mr. Bolo still claimed that the matter 
was in the position ho had placed it. If 
such a course was followed tlie .select eoni- 
mil toe's work would resemble that of a 
clu rking hen sitting on chalk eggs. 
[L-. lighter]:' He would again state that 
ho would refuse to sit on committees if 
their findings were to result in simply 
suggesting tliat the governmout again in- 
vestigate questions which had been thor- 
oughly looked into hj' committees, 

Hon, Mr. Robson said the hon. geiitle- 
man had a perfect right to place senti- 
ments into his mcmth to which ho had 
not given expression. Ho had also tlio 
right to misconstrue his remarks and 
|ilcad his case in a style only w<irthy of 
certain professional gentlemen. The gov- 
ernment were the custodians of the lands 
of tho province, and were responsiblo for 
any action they might take. It was 
thuroforo uiu'easonable to suppose that 
they would tako tho linding of the select 
committee us final. The facts might 
prove fchat the'eyi^ence was at f(iult, and 
the government would then be entitlod 
to act on such facts, as he had before 
stated, and it was unfair of tho hon. 
member for WeHtininstor city to still mis- 
cotiHtrue his romarka; the govenimunt 
wore quite prujjared to act upon the re- 
port of tho coiinnitteo. 

Mr, Orr said that the govei'innent sim- 
ply desired to shield themselves behind a 
point of order in an undeavor to refrain 
from doing an act of justice. 

Mr. Dtiek said the prosont discussion 
simply proved what iio had befoio claimed, 
that this house wasnot tho court of inquiry 
in wiiich to decide intriuatu legal quos- 
tioiiB. 

Mr. Boavon, while acknowledging tho 
res[)on8ibility of tho gin ernniunt in this 
matter, said that he simp'y cliiimod 
that, instead of allowing these questions 
o go to a select committee for inquiry, 
thuy should iiuiuiro into the claims thoin- 
uelves and take proper action. 

Hon, Mr. Dunsmuir said that thera 
were too manvof those inquiries forced in- 
to this house by hon. mombors' constitu- 
ents. They should exercise more inde- 



pondonco and rufusu to bring matters hero 
for inquiry which justly belonged to tho 
courts. So far as tho govornment desiring 
to shirk any inquiry, this was not the cmso. 
lie wa.s (luite prepared to luaki' all ami 
every inquiry necessary to di' wlial was 
riglit — and this government would du so 
at any rate as long as he had a voice in 
the matter. He thought that there was 
t<io much [)leailing of client's casca-in the 
htmse by members of the legal profession. 
Ho had seen his hon. friend from Wust- 
miuster frequently following this coursu. 
It should not be done -ho did not care 
who the lau-yer was, he sliould iiol carry 
his caaes into this Ikjuso. So far as the 
present claim was concerned, he waa [H'o- 
pared to inipiire into its justness, and 
award what was right. But he trusted in 
future tho legislaturo would not be 
tr(jubled with questions with which thoy 
had nothing to do. 
The motion carried.

CIVIL PROCEDURE. 

This bill was slightly amended, read a 
third time and passed. 

SUMAS DYKINO ACT. 

On this bill coming up for report Hon. 
Mr. Davie moved amendments which 
])laeed tho bill upon tho Bame footing as 
tho (Sumas Dyking Act of 1878, dating 
from tho Ist of .January, 1888, interest 
and instalhiionts being payable, oue-lialf 
in four years, the sooond half in nine 
years from that date. 

The amendments passed and tho report 
was adopted. 

.STATUTES AMENDMENT.

SCirOOL ACT. 

On consideration of the report of this 
act, IMr. Beaven said that the amendments 
he had given notice of were for the pur- 
pose of making the boundaries of Victoria 
school district the a»mo as those compris- 
ing tho corporate limits of tho city; and 
for providing that the elections for trus- 
teoB shall be held at the saino time, in the 
same place and iu the same manner as the 
election for members of the city c<mneil, 
voters for the same being composed of 
those entitled to vote for city councillors. 

Flon. Mr. Robson said that they were 
arranging a change in the lines of Victoria 
NVcst, making the city line the boundary, 
thus separating Victoria city district from 
Victoria West. Tho Spring Ridgo scIkjoI 
was within the city limits, and tlieic 
would be no advantage gained in iimking 
tho lines those of the city boundary. !i 
would disfranchise those at present withiii 
tho district, but would not prevent thuir 
children from attending the schools. The 
placing of school elections on the same 
day ami under the same provisions as the 
municipal elections, at first Hush seemed 
plausible enough. But there where many 
roasons why thechange shouldnot ho made. 
In tho first place, it would mix school 
matters with those of a political nature. 
It would disfranchise the women from 
voting who now hold that privilege. The 
women had exhibited a keen interest 
in school matters and had ex- 
ercised their privilege with wisdom, 
and it should not be taken from 
them. The change of day on 
which the election for trustees was to he 
hold would simply have the effect of 
bringing school matters into inextricable 
confusion. The present scholastic year 
ended at midsummer, and elections for 
trustees wore also held there. If the 
change proposed by tho amendiiiohi: wai? 
carried into effect it would result in hav- 
ing school elections iu Yiotoria ; dissimilar 
to all other districts, and cause no ond 
of trouble at the election office. There 
were many cogent roasons why the 
amondmonts should not pass. 

Mr. Higgins said that while it might be 
advisable to eonlino tho boundaries of 
municipal school districts to the limits of 
tho municipalities, he could not agree 
with the proposition of the leader of the 
tqjposition to alter tho electorate. He 
(Mr. Higgins) could bear tesiimony to the 
good results that had followed from the 
extension of tho franchise to tho wives of 
freoholdors. Not only had the persunncl 
of the trustee boards been improved, but 
greater interest was felt ' in the .cause < of 
education than evor before. Let the 
house stick to tho present arrangement, 
and if any change waa made let it bo in 
tho direction of groator liberality and 
efliciency, such as the admission of 
women to tho school boards. 

Hon. Mr. Hunjphroys thought that tho 
proposition to disfranchiao the fomide 
vote in school matters would, if carried 
out, inflict a serioua injury on the 
educational- system of- yiotoria city. 
The women had taken a lively 
interest in educational matters, and it 
had roaulted in benefit. Tho placing of 
school elections on tho same day as muni- 
cipal elections would also give a political 
complexion to educational matters, which 
ho thought most undeairublu. Thoy 
should keep political questions as far away 
as possible from school questions. 

Mr. Boaven said he was quite willing to 
accept any roasonnblo nmondment, and 
did not wish to disfranchise women. An 
amendment could he brought in providing 
for that. What he desired waa that Vic- 
toria school district should bo within its 



proceedings and inHpired the liberals with 
fresh hopes that they have nt last found a 
way of comjiletely nonplussing tho lory 
majority, 'i'his view is also entorlaineii 
liy many of the more consistent cmisorva- 
t ive journals, notjibly, tho Standard and 
ihe SI. Jiimcs (riizcttc, both of which ac- 
knowli.'dge, with expressions of regret, 
tluit the niinisturs havo blundered in per- 
mitting their.policy to verify the chorgoa 
made against il by the opposition. Tho 
•St. Jiiiiii'.i Gazfite is particularly outspoken 
with reference to this point, and in tho 
course uf its article this afternoon .says: 
"Wo are extremely soi'r^' that the nation- 
alists have been given so good a peg as 
1 he increased sent laices given on appeal 
lo convicted home rulers upon which to 
hang iheir oratory." 

During to-day's debate in tho commons 
Lord Randolph Churchill asserted that 
t he Tories had time and time again pledged 
themselvea to grant a measure of local 
govei'iiment to Ireland .-uid ho would 
therefore not vote against it. His speech 
created a veritable sensation and caused 
genuine sin prise in all circles. It is ad- 
mitted on all sides that this session of tho 
coiiiuKma has greatly damaged the position 
of the government.

The Italian government has decided to 
concentrate its naval forces in tho Medi- 
terranean, and in pursuance of this reso- 
lution has ordered tho South Amorican 
squadron home projiuratory to disposing 
of it in waters washing the shores of 
Italy, Fmnce and Spain, llefarring to 
tills move and its probable object. La 
C(ii:ard, tho Paris orgtin of General Bou- 
langer, declares England must givo way 
ill l!)gyi)t, and that, too, without unnoces- 
aary delay. Franco, the paper further 
declares, will never surrender her rightful 
advantages in tho Mediterranean, though 
the English and Italian fleets combine, as 
they are no doubt doing, to compel her to 
do so.

In the house of commons to-day, James 
L. Carew, member for North Kildare, 
moved tho second reading of the Irish 
county court bill, the principle of which 
ho said, was to give to the people of Ire- 
land the control of strictly local affairs 
through a council directly elected by the 
people. 

Gladstone in support of tho motion, 
said: "The government had withdrawn 
its promise and had declnrcci that until 
Ireland should forgoo tho natural aapira- 
tion of her people and withdraw her claim 
to tho ostablishment of a central authority 
at Dublin, no local government bill for 
Ireland would be presented; therefore 
thoao who did not support this bill would 
become a party to that declaration." 

Balfour said that every one knew that a 
local government bill for Ireland was bad 
as tho ex-oflicos olement was excluded 
from its provisions. Politics in Ireland 
wero entirely ditferent from politics in 
England. The' present social warfare in 
Ireland could not continue and when there 
should be an equality of conditions he 
would be one of the first to execute what 
was now desired by the people. 

Lord Randolph Churchill said the gov- 
ornment had in 1880 pledged itself to ox- 
tend to Ireland the same amount of local 
liberty enjoyed in England; that pledge 
was tho foundation of the Unionist party 
^'.nd th.e only phitforni r>ii which it could 
resist a repeal of union if ihe government 
relied merely upon the exooutivo posvers. 
If il were going to jueach that tho Irish 
must be looked upon as inferior it might 
hold that position for a time, but not for 
long. 1'hat wasnot a s'.:tliciont interpreta- 
tion of the govjrnment's policy. If Ire- 
lai\d had to wait in the hands uf the 
Dublin executive, Conservativcc must 
take care that they did not expose them- 
selves to a well directed indictment 
reac' ion. 

L'. im'oerhiin opposed the bill in a brief 
speech. 

Upon a division, the second reading of 
the bill was rejected by a vote of 282 
to 196.

tho capital to the govornment for interest 
and sinking fund. This relievos tho Que- 
bec harbor commissioners of an obligation 
exceeding one million dollars. 

Tho government havo aelected a aite for 
the Manitoba branch of the experimental 
farm at Brandon. It consists of sections 
twenty-seven, ton, and nineteen, and is 
beautifully situated on the north aido of 
tho Assiniboine river, and ia part of the 
Stewart estate, the price paid averaging 
fifteen dollars per acre. 

Sir Charles 'rupper also gave nulice of 
the release of the Montreal harbor com- 
missioners from all liabilities and advan- 
ces iiiade- Jd^eiiable 'thent'' to widen and 
deepen ther~ channel of liake St. Peter 
and the St. Lawrence from Montreal to 
Quebec, and that tho amount paid by tho 
government for interest be refunded. 
The government will pay to the 
harbor commissioners of Montreal

MR. BEAVEN'S AMENDMENT. 

One can easily imagine with what virtu 
ous indignation and what withering sar 
caam the leader of the Opposition would 
hare denounced the amendment to th 
school law, brought in by himself yester- 
day, had it emanated from tho govern- 
ment. It would, if passed, have doi 
a great injury, as it alfects tlio rights of 
fninchiao, and at tlie same time would 
cause endless trouble and confusion. Mr. 
Beaven's principal suggestion was that 
the elections for trustees be hold at the 
same time, in the same place, and in the 
same manner as the election for members 
uf the city council, the voters being tli 
same in both cases. Now anyone can 
see at a glance, as was pointed out by tin 
Hon. Mr. Robsori, that this would iiievit 
ably result in educational questions assuni 
ing a political bias, civic and school 
matters being fought out on tho same 
basis. Instead of keeping so inipor 
tint a subject as education out 
of tho reacli of i)urtisan politics, 
Mr. Beaven's amondmont would have 
precipitated such a union of the two in 
the publto mind as could not ha,ve failed 
to seriously affect the school system, and 
greatly hamper its usefulness.' But even a 
more serious objection was tho fact that 
by its passage the women would be dis- 
franchised. It is to the ladies that we 
largely look for an engrossing interest in 
tho success of our schools, and it is a mat- 
ter of fact, aa tlio reports of the annual 
e.Kaminatioiis will show, that tlie mothers 
and sisters of pupils greatly outnumber 
the fathers and brothers on thoso inter- 
esting occasions. Woman naturally seeks 
reiinement and this can only be gained 
through the medium of . education. It is 
only right and fair that where all her in- 
terests lie she should have some "say" in 
tho election of thoso into whoso hands is 
given tlio safe-keeping of the school es- 
tablishment. When, then, it was pro- 
posetl (as would surely have come to pass 
if Mr. Beaven's amendment had not sum- 
marily and effectively been squelched) 
to prohibit women from casting 
their ballots for tho election of trustees, a 
great wrong was being seriously con- 
sidered by Victoria's senior member, and 
an insult offered to its ladies. Happily the 
good sense of the House saw this, and 
although Mr. Beavon afterwards offered to 
eliminutu that portioji of his amendment, 
his intention was self-evident. Had Mr. 
Beaven's idea as to a change of day for 
the election of .school trustees been carried 
out the result would have been "confusion 
worse confounded." The scholastic year 
now ends at midsummer and tiio 
election of scliool trustees is then 
held ; the result of Mi: Beaven's 
proposed ciiango v/ouldjbe, as tho Minister 
uf Education pointed out, a lack of uni- 
formity—the Victoria elections beinj; held 
at a different time from all other districts 
— as well as necessitating heaps of trouble 
for the Education oliico. Tho amendment 
also contained a provision for making the 
boundaries of Victoria school district tlie 
same as those comprising the corporate 
limits of tho city, but Hon. Mr. Robsou 
allowed that the government were arrang- 
ing a change in the lines of Victoria West, 
■; making tho city lino tho boundary, thus 
separating Victoria City district from 
Victoria West. The Spring Ridge school, 
ho said, was within tho city limits and no 
advantage could be gained in making tho 
lines those of the city boundary. While it 
would have tho effect of disfranchising 
those at present within the district^t 
would nob pievent their children from at- 
tending the schools. It is little wonder 
that Mr, Orant's amendment to Mr. 
lleavoii's amendment, providing tliat tlie 
present voters be retained, was defeated 
by a vote of 16ito,. 6,; or i that .i thoi} orig- 
inal amendmenb was'loafci on' a-' division of 
16 to 4. Mr. Beaven certainly placed 
himself yesterday in a most unenviable 
position, and hereafter it will hardly bo 
his place to sneer at bills, however absurd 
or ill-digested, prepared by other honor- 
able members of the House.

TEST MILLS. 

To THKi Editou — I think the members 
for Cariboo are much to bo congratulated 
un their n^otion for the erection of Guv 
ernment 'reduction works for the purpose 
of testing, on a working scale, the rC' 
fractoi-y gold ores of the province; and. I 
also note with satiiifaction that 'the 
minister of mines thoroughly approves of 
the object aimed at. Perhaps it will be 
interesting if you will allow mo, througli 
the medium of your jotnnal, to give ex- 
pression to what 1 conceive are some of 
tlio fundamental conditions that should 
bo observed in this connection. 

If there is any one principle more 
forcibly pressed upon the practical mine 
manager than another it is, that whatever 
work is done in and about a mine should 
bo done with a view to future Mxpauaion 
and develo|)ment, and every dollar's 
worth of work done in tho initial stages 
of opening the mill should still represent 
a useful outlay, and fiu-m an integral 
point of the general plan when dovelop- 
uioiit has made considerablu progress. 
Thus tho trial shafts sunk along the 
back of a lode, or those along the Hour of 
a level for the purpose of proving tlio 
lode in depth should be so placed that 
they can be utilized as air shafts 
to surface and winzes, in the after develoji- 
nieiit of tho mine. Tho same general 
principle shall govern the mechanical en- 
gineering of tho concern, and all work of 
this kind should, whenever possible, be 
rendered capable of expansion without the 
necessity of replacing the entire plant, and 
this becomes doubly impurtitnt in countries 
where tho transport of mauliiuery is bulb 
costly and diHicult. Let us, for the sako 
of illustration, sui)|)oao a country dotted 
wil li numerous mills and other plant of 
only prospecting calibre, luul that in the 
course of a fow months it was proved be- 
yond the shadow of a douljt, (which 1 hope 
and believe will bo tho case in this prov- 
ince) that many of its mines were capable 
of jiaying good dividends when worked on 
a sound ccjiimierciul basis. Tho position 
w<iuld tln'ii be a very annoying one: 
mines able to pay well, liut. no mill and 
cblorination works ca|ialilo of do.iling with 
the (ires on a siilli(Meiitly larL,'(! .scale to do 
them justice, and this after a very consid- 
erable outlay had been incurrod. 

It must not be inferred that 1 am ad- 
vocating tho erection of large works out 
of all keeping with the existing stjite of 
things; but what 1 do most strongly ad- 
vise is the erection in soino central min- 
ing position, ])inha|js on some mine, 
of such a reduction plant as W'.inkl 
be capable of dealing with fair- 
ly large parcels of ore, having mo- 
tive power suthcient for, at least, 
double the number of stamps it maybe 
proper to start with ; and with furnace 
and chloriiiation o(iuipmont eipial to deal- 
ing with the concentrated products of tho 
larger atami)ing power. The extra cost 
involved would not be great, whilst tho 
extra stamps woulil be readily conceded 
when the (juality and quantity of the ore 
demanded their erection. The province 
would then iiossess the moans of demon- 
strating on a thoroughlj' commercial basis 
tho |)aying character of our g<ild ores, a 
demonstration which a more testing 
plant would never bo able to accomplish. 
.Such an establishment as is hero shadowed 
would cost much loss in all probability 
than two smaller mills, and would certain- 
ly be ohea])er to manage ; whilst it 
would solve most if not all of the ques- 
tions at present in doubt as to the raining 
resources of the country. 1 offer these 
remarks for the consideration of those 
most interested, and as the result of no 
small ex|>orience in the mining and treat 
nioiit of gold ores. H. C. C.

It is the 
duty of the authorities to consider 
whether the dangerous nuisance should 
not be |)revented. There is reason in all 
tilings, but there is none in the inanner in 
which tiio discordant noises of the army 
Ijaiid are thumped on unwilling ears.

The liou. mover .s.-iid there were some 
instances, especially in country districts, 
whore undue iiitlucnoo was used to dis- 
charge a teacher, and this damaged his 
prospects for securing another school 
For instance, one trustee might desire that 
he should board at his house, or another 
might wish a teacher to many his daugh- 
ter (laughter), a;id thus create dissensions 
which might result to the detriment of 
the teacher. It was desirible that tho 
latter should have some appeal. 

Mr. Grant thought there should be an 
amendment providing that the reversal of 
an appeal should not reinstate a teacher. 

Hon. Mr. Robson was agreeable to the 
amendment. 

Mr. Bole thought that nlacing the 
appeal in the hands of tho superintendent 
of education would be making the school 
system a political machiiio. Ue would 
surest the lieuteuant governor in 
council. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that that indeed 
would be placing it umb^r political in- 
fluence. He would suggest instead a 
county court judge, for the latter would 
be available in all portions of the 
province. 

Mr. Beaven thought the amendment 
was a dangerous innovation and would 
lessen the power of trustees. Ho thought 
tlie amendment should not pass. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that section 2 
gave tlielrustecs power to dismiss summar- 
ily a teacher for gro.sa misconduct, and it 
was this section that had made his amend- 
ment iiocessaiy. If the hon. geiitlcuiaii was 
in favor of striking out section 2, 
all right. But it would certainly bo a 
great hardship if a teacher was dismissed 
for alleged gross misconduct, and there 
was no appeal from the decision of the 
trustees. It would prevent iiis securing 
another school, and would cause the super- 
intendent of education to cancel his ciirti- 
hcate. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir thought to leave a 
teacher without an appeal would be 
monstrous. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved an amendment 
to the amendment, giving the power of 
ap|)eal to tlie county court judge, and if 
the latter's decision reversecl that of the 
trustees, it would not mean tho reinstat- 
ing of the teacher without the consent of 
the trustees.
